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Philatelic Revenue Issues 





Y collectors are outspoken in condemnation of foreign 
governments (and our own) for what they believe to be a 
practice of issuing stamps for philatelic revenue. By “phi- 
latelic revenue”’ they refer to issues whose primary purpose 
is not use for postage but sale to collectors and dealers. 
That has been true, unfortunately, at times; but the belief 
held by many within the hobby that this is typical of new 
issues is without basis in fact. Philatelic sale as a motive for new 
issues, we are convinced, is way down the list of reasons for new issues. 
Certainly it is neither first nor second in any list of reasons. 

When stamps were first issued they had but one purpose, and 
that was to pay postage. Since then authorities and populace have found 
many other reasons for replacing from time to time the current stamps 
either as a permanent or temporary change, or adding special varieties 
to the roster. Primary reason for new stamp issues is of course changes 
in postal rates or procedure. A study of the catalogue, or better yet, 
study of the postal history of any one country, will with very few excep- 
tions prove that. Then politicians discovered that stamps had a political 
value in several ways, though often the value was indirect and trivial. 
Political considerations can be found as probably the second commonest 
motive for a stamp issue, and it is not a new motive in case any of you 
are beginning to think of any recent group of years, for that motive 
raised its head in this country as early as 1869 at least. Politically pow- 
erful groups have been a constant cause of new issues and stamp collect- 
ing had nothing to do with the results of their campaigns for issues. 

Then there’s the advertising value of the postage stamp. Of recent 
years in this country we have found many groups becoming increasingly 
conscious of this unexpected result of the postage stamp and conse- 
quently desirous of exploiting it for that reason. Many countries for 
many years have been issuing their stamps with designs calculated to 
advertise their nation in many ways, mainly for benefit of local industry 
and tourist trade. Whether any industry ever established itself in a 
country due to a stamp picture; or tourist bought a ticket to Ecuador 
because it said on a stamp it was a tourist’s paradise; or coffee drinker 
specified a Guatemalan product because a stamp said it was the best, is 
not proven. It probably has happened and there could be worse mediums 
for advertising than the face of a stamp. 

Pride of accomplishment, history or heroes accounts for many a 
stamp. And we doubt if stamp collectors and their pocketbooks were 
given much thought when many such issues have appeared. We have in 
mind two countries at present in the doghouse in world politics (no, 
their names don’t start with G or I) whose new special issues often cost 
only a few cents. Surely philatelic revenue was not sought in these 
instances. 

Neither are sales to philately of a new issue in the staggering sums 
often claimed. More than one series limited to 5,000 or 10,000 has been 
around for years at slight cost over face value. The total face value of 
an entire printing is often a trivial sum in comparison to other and 
easier sources of government revenue. If there are too many lmited 
issues it is due to shortsightedness or deliberate connivance of members 
ef our hobby to achieve that end. More than one issue has netted a 
country but a small sum as it passed over the post office counter, though 
as it was doled out by the purchasers the price increased to many times 
the face value. But the abuses, frequent as they may be, can hardly be 
termed typical of new issues.

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A Philatelic Review of 1940 


“The Stamp Man” Program 


KANER — “At the close of each old 
year and approach of the new, stamp 
cllect »rs throughout the nation look 
forward to the annual review of phi- 
lately as presented and analyzed by the 
veteran stamp writer and editor, Kent 
B. Stiles. For the past three years stamp 
editor of the New York Times and 
for the past quarter-century stamp editor 
of the ‘American Boy’ magazine, Mr. 
Siles is also the author of ‘Stamps—An 
Outline of Philately’ published by Har- 
per Brothers, and of “Geography and 
Stamps” published by McGraw-Hill. 

“Far many years past, Mr. Stiles, has 
cmpiled his annual philatelic review 
tabulating the stamps issued during the 
past year. With 1940 so much water 
wmder the bridge, Kent, suppose you tell 
w about some of the stamps that have 
been issued during the past year?” 

STILES — “Well, Walt, you and I 
mow that figures can be as dry as a 
hotel bar on Election Day. Yet, Mr. 
John F. Philatelist . . . the ‘F’ stand- 
ing for ‘Fanatic’ is definitely 
interested in knowing, at the close of 
ach year, how many major and minor 
varieties of postage stamps have ap- 
pared during that year. They like to 
compare the year’s stamp deluge with 
the total of the previous year and with 
the record total for any one year”. 

KANER — “What is that record total, 
Kent . . . and when?” 


STILES — “1920, Walt. Stamp-issu- 
ig is now in its 10lst year. Better 
than 3 per cent of all stamps released 


aross the century were issued in 1920 
done. That was during the height of 
the political readjustments which fol- 
lwed the World War of 1914-18. Bound- 
ay lines were being redrawn. New 
governments were being created. Post- 
age rates were being revised in line with 
changed economic conditions. All these 
and other developments resulted in a 
stamp output which was without pre- 
cedent. 1920 brought 3,153 different 
stamps.” 

KANER — “How does that compare 
with 1940, just ending?” 

STILES —“There’s a big war going 
on in Europe, Walt, and it is having 
its repercussions from the viewpoint of 
the stamp-collector. As contrasted with 
3,153 different stamps in 1920, only 1,857 

. or a little more than half as many 


- have been reported for 1940. This

1,857 compares with 2,213 in 1939. So 
you see that there has been quite a 
recession.” 

KANER— “Why the drop, 
How do vou account for it?” 

STILES—“Let’s blame Hitler, Stalin 
and Mussolini, Walter. Germany has 
swallowed Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands, Luxembourg, 
Norway, part of Poland, and part of 
France. Stalin has absorbed Lithuania, 
Latvia, Estonia. Mussolini has taken 
over Ethiopia and Albania. All those 
now-conquered lands used to be prolific 
issuers of stamps. During 1940 no 
stamps at all have appeared in several 
of those countries, because politically the 
countries no longer exist. In others, the 
customary outputs have been reduced.” 

KANER — “But haven’t there been a 
lot of stamps issued this year that were 
directly caused by the war, Kent?” 

STILES—“Yes, Walt, there have been 

. several hundred, in fact. But not 
enough to make up for the non-produc- 
tion of others stamps which normally 
might have been expected.” 

KANER — “Many collectors regard 
war stamps as perphaps the most fasci- 
nating ones connected with the hobby, 
Kent. What have been the outstanding 
war stamps during 1940?” 

STILES—“In my opinion, Walt, the 
ones which denote Germany’s occupa- 
tion of Alsace, Dunkerque, Lorraine, 
Luxembourg, The Netherlands and Po- 
land. In some instance the invading 
Nazi military or civil administrations 
confiscated stocks of stamps in post of- 
fices in the lands invaded and over- 
printed them with new inscriptions; or 
else they had stocks of German stamps 
overprinted, at Berlin, with wordings 
signifying the occupation.” 

KANER —“In view of the British 
blockade and censorship, Kent, has it

been possible for collectors in the United | 


States to obtain these occupation issues.” 

STILES — “In dribbles, yes. Not all 
which have arrived in New York crossed 
the Atlantic. Some did come by air, from 
Lisbon in Portugal, but probably most 
of them crossed the far reaches of Russia, 
touched Japan, and came across the Pa- 
cific to San Francisco and thence to New 
York. All this traveling requires weeks 


of time, and often months elapse before |

newspaper stamp columns publish war- 
stamp news far in advance of the stamp 
magazines in England. New York has a 
better picture than has London of what 
is going on philatelically.” 

KANER — “Have there been war- 
stamps this year elsewhere than in Ger- 
man occupied lands, Kent?” 

STILES — “Yes, scores of them — in 
virtually all parts of the world. Many 
British, French, and Dutch colonies, and 
some neutral countries, have had to re- 
vise postage rates upward, because of 
ehanged economic conditions, and new 
stamps have appeared to accommodate 
the new rates. In several instances it has 
not been possible for colonies to get 
fresh stocks of stamps manufactured in 
the mother countries, and so the colonies 
have had to print stamps from new 
plates made locally, or have had to sur- 
charge the newly created values on re- 
maining stocks of earlier-issued postal 
paper. Then, too, there are stamps, called 
semi-postals, issued from time to time to 
raise funds for various war-time charities 
and for the Red Cross. Also it is not un- 
usual, as in the case of Australia, to issue 
stamps to commemorate the participation 
of local troops in the war.” 

KANER — “During the World War, 
Kent, there was, I recall, an expression 
‘Philately follows the flag.’ Now, history 
seems to be repeating itself in the war 
in Europe.” 

STILES — “And not in Europe alone, 
Walt. There are reports that the forces 
of ‘Free France’ upon establishing a gov- 
ernment in French Equatorial Africa, 
promptly issued new stamps to replace 
the ones which were in circulation. Most 
collectors wouldn’t be surprised to learn, 
any time now, that Greece has issued 
special stamps to mark the invasion of 
Albania, and that the British forces in 
Italian Libya have issued occupation 
stamps. 

KANER — “How about the United 
States, Kent? Has Uncle Sam done 
much, philatelically, during 1940?” 

STILES — “Plenty, Walter. As every 
collector knows . . . President Roosevelt 
is a stamp collector .. . and is aware that 
stamp collecting is an educational hobby. 
He knows that, through studying stamp 
designs and inscriptions, the collector 
acquires essential knowledge of many

stamps reflect those things, Kent?” 


STILES — “Some of the 1940 stamps 
do, Walt. Forty-four stamps for normal 
postage use were released by the Post 
Office Department during 1940. Of these, 
thirty-five present portraits of famous 
American artists, authors, composers, ed- 
ucators, inventors, poets, scientists . . 
five of each. Through five other stamps, 
commemoratives released on appropriate 
anniversary dates, the President reminded 
us of significant developments in the na- 
tion’s history; these five stamps recall 
the operation of the Pony Express, the 
admittance of Idaho and Wyoming to 
statehood, the arrival of the Spanish con- 
quistador Coronado in the American 
Southwest, and the adoption of the Con- 
stitutional Amendment abolishing slavery. 
Another 1940 commemorative recalls the 
founding of the Pan American Union and 
emphasizes the President’s ‘Good Neigh- 
bor’ policy toward the Latin American 
republics. Three other special stamps 
were issued to publicize this nation’s 
defense program. Walter, every one of 
these forty designs were selected . . . and 
most of them by the President person- 
ally . . . with a clearly defined purpose 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s mind. No wonder the 
President is called ‘America’s No. 1 
stamp collector.’ Perhaps better than 
any other man in public office, he knows 
the true significance of philately.” 


KANER — “And I don’t think there is 
any collector who will disagree with you 
on that point, Kent. Were there any 
other United States stamps issued in 
1940?” 


STILES — “Yes, there were twenty- 
four printed for revenue purposes, as for 
use on documents, etc. In all, Uncle Sam 
produced sixty-eight varieties during 
1940.” 

KANER — “That’s quite a deluge from 
one country, Kent. How does that 68 
compare with other countries in 1940?” 


STILES — “The United States takes 
second rank in 1940 .. . the highest rank- 
ing it has had numerically in many years. 
During 1940, 140 different governments 
issued stamps. In the forefront is Rou- 
mania, with 78 varieties, and the United 
States’ 68 is followed by 67 from Russia, 
and then New Zealand, Poland under 
German occupation, Spain, Portugal and 
Costa Rica follow ,in that order. It 
is interesting to note that 34 countries 
in the Western Hemisphere are respon- 
sible for nearly one-fourth of the year’s 
total.” 

KANER — “Thank you, Kent Stiles. 
Anything else?” 

STILES — “Lots, Walter. But telling 
it would be an all-too-long bedtime story. 
Let’s just end by commenting that phi- 
lately is flourishing, in popular interest, 
today as never before . . . and that 1940, 
while relatively not important statistic- 
ally, has been filled with surprises, due 
primarily to the war. Censorship has 


undoubtedly concealed other surprises. 
When it lifts, many, many piquant hu- 
man-interest situations will be revealed 
to intrigute today’s and tomorrow’s col- 
lectors.”

LORD BADEN-POWELL DIES 


General, Lord Baden-Powell, founder 
and life long supporter of the Boy Scout 
movement, died at his Kenya home on 
January 8 at the age of 83. Lord Baden- 
Powell is well known to philately by rea- 
son of his having been depicted on the 
peculiar blue stamps issued by the mili- 
tary postal officer of his command during 
the Siege of Mafeking in the Boer 


ed 


War. Mafeking, a city in Bechuanaland, 
was besieged by the Boers on the very 
first day of the war, October 11, 1899, 
and Baden-Powell, in command of the 
defense forces, ably led them through the 
seven months of siege, until the city was 
relieved on May 17, 1900. Lacking a good 
photograph of Queen Victoria, and hav- 
ing a good one of the commander, the 
postal officer used that in lieu of the 
Queen’s features. The stamps were made 
by a photographic process and in printing 
one sheet at least, the negative was 
turned around with the result the stamps 
had their design completely in reverse. 
The stamps had a limited use within the 
fortifications.

Postmaster General Discusses 
Stamps in Broadcast 





Postmaster General Frank C. Walker, 
in a program on the “Calling All Stamp 
Collectors” program, Saturday, January 
4, over the NBC network, discussed the 
part his department has taken in our 
hobby and touched upon possible future 
activities. General Walker said in com- 
menting upon possible future issues: 

“Inasmuch as we are now entering 
upon a new calendar year, I am going 
to take this opportunity of touching upon 
the subjéct of the Post Office Depart- 
ment’s stamp program for the year 1941. 
It is not going to be possible for me to 
give you much in the way of advance 
information on new stamps that are likely 
to be issued in the next twelve months. 
I shall state, however, that consideration 
is now being given to the possibility of a 
new air mail series to replace the several 
air mail stamps now in current use. 
There is also a likelihood that the 
stamped envelope designs may be altered, 
since there has been no change in these 
since 1916. Suggestions of every con- 
ceivable type are now being received and 
are on file at the Post Office Department 
relating to subject matter for new com- 
memorative stamps, but stamp collectors 
have my assurance that only those re- 
lating to affairs of outstanding national 
significance and interest will receive se- 
rious consideration. 

“It is interesting to note that in spite 
of the grave international situation with 
which we are confronted at this time 
there appears to be no cessation whatso- 
ever in the public’s interest in stamps 
and stamp collecting. The records of or- 
ders being received at the Philatelic 
Agency daily as well.as the continual 
flow of correspondence between the De- 
partment and stamp collectors through- 
out the country indicate that stamp col- 
lecting is ever increasing in popularity. 

“This is good, not only from a postal 
and philatelic standpoint, but also from 
the standpoint of our national welfare. 
A nation with frequent ‘time out periods’ 
for relaxation and avocational indulgence 
is far less likely to feel the strain of inter- 
national turmoil and strife than one com- 
mitted to a single objective. 

“As for the future, may I assure stamp 
collectors throughout the land that they 
may always count upon the same fine 
spirit of cooperation and kindly interest 
that the Post Office Department has dis- 
played in recent years. 

“May I direct your attention to the 
splendid philatelic exhibition room found 
in our Washington headquarters and 
extend to you all an invitation to view 
it upon your first visit to the Capital.”

A variety of subjects is noted in the 
books for review the past several weeks. 
The first two sections of the Pan Ameri- 
can Union’s Who’s Who fill a real need. 
The only biographical reference material 
on these countries has been in the main 
in foreign languages and the one English 
translation of a Swedish work is so full of 
errors as to be of slight use to the col- 
lector or writer desiring a high degree of 
accuracy. Our reviews must necessarily 
be brief and we try to be impartial in 
our comments; will publishers please 
note? Copies of new books sent for re- 
view should always be marked clearly as 
to price and where sold. 





Who’s Who on the Postage Stamps of 
Argentina, by Rogelio E. Alfaro, 12 pages 
814x104, mimeographed, with inserted 
sheet of illustrations, paper bound, pub- 
lished by the Pan American Union, Wash- 
ington, D. C., price 10c postpaid of the 
publishers or stamp and book stores. The 
Union’s great Columbus Memorial Li- 
brary has frequently been the only source 
in this country for biographical data of 
many persons depicted on Latin Ameri- 
can stamps and to meet an apparent de- 
mand for readily accessible biographical 
data, the Union commenced with this 
publication the issuance of these biog- 
raphies in alphabetical order by country. 
The biographies are brief, from two to 
three per page, but citing the outstand- 
ing events in each persons’s life. Inserted 
in the front of the booklet is a halftone 
page illustrating approximately full size 
stamps depicting the different persons. 
Felipe A. Espil, Argentine Ambassador, 
has written the foreword, citing some of 
the interesting statistics, while the bi- 
ographies are the work of Rogelio E. 
Alfaro, a native of Panama. Mr. Alfaro 
is a stamp collector since boyhood, a 
learned student of Latin American his- 
tory and an associate member of the staff 
of the Union. Having studied for years 
the contents of the Union’s library, Mr. 
Alfaro should prove a capable biographer, 
as he has contributed many works to

periodicals in both languages. We might 
mention that though mimeographed, the 
work is of high quality for this means 
of reproduction. We predict an extensive 
use by philately of these inexpensive but 
informative booklets, as but two of the 
35 persons depicted can be found in 
standard English-language encyclopedias. 





Who’s Who on the Postage Stamps of 
Bolivia, by Rogelio E. Alfaro, nine pages 
814x10%, paper cover, mimeographed, 
illustrated by insert sheet, published by 
the Pan American Union, Washington, 
D. C., at 10c per copy postpaid. The re- 
marks on the Argentine booklet apply to 
this one. Again it is noted that most of 
the persons depicted on Bolivian stamps 
are not mentioned in American encyclo- 
pedias and in fact only two of the 21 
persons have been so recognized. Luis 
Fernando Guachalla, Minister of Bolivia, 
has written the foreword in which he 
says, “One could not get a more perfect 
panoramic view of Bolivian history than 
that afforded by a recital in chronological 
order, of the names and accomplishments 
of the twenty-one men who have been 
portrayed on the postage stamps of Bo- 
livia.” Most of the persons shown on 
Bolivian stamps are heroes of the war for 
independence. The biographies of the sev- 
eral exceptions will be found of more 
than ordinary interest, such as Abaroa 
who as a member of small force defended 
as the last man his town during the war 
with Chile in 1879; or Hernando Siles 
who, while still President, saw himself 
depicted on a stamp, but was forced into 
exile before a second stamp arrived from 
the printers. Returned to grace in 1936, 
the Siles stamps were issued in 1937 after 
being stored for the intervening years.

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The Postmaster Hadn't Seen It 


Scott’s Monthly Journal in the Novem- 
ber edition relates an interesting little 
story by one of their readers, Dr. Lister 
Tuholske, who obtained in 1915 speci- 
mens of the then new French Colonial 
Red Cross stamps prepared in Paris. He 
placed some on covers and sent them to 





the various colonies to be cancelled. The 
one from Porto Novo, capital of Da- 
homey, came back in 1916 with a note 
from the postmaster: “I am herewith re- 
turning your cover as requested. I am 
extremely interested in the Red Cross 
stamp—it is the first I have ever seen.” 


® The Victoria Falls pictorials of Rho- 
desia were prepared in 1905 to commemo- 
rate the opening of the Victoria Falls 
bridge. The bridge had been completed 
in April, the stamps issued in July, but 
the ceremonial opening did not take 
place until September 12, when Pro- 
fessor Darwin, President of the British 
Association then visiting the country, 
officially opened the bridge. A special 
cancel was used on that date. 


® Messages as long as 15,000 words have 


been written on postal cards. 


® The large quantities of imperforate, 
inverted center and similar Liberian va- 
rieties now coming from abroad in large 
lots, are said to be unissued remainders 
which came on the market from a stock 
once retained at the London, England, 
Consulate.

Guatemalan Postal History 





In the very thorough book, “Guate- 
mala, Past and Present,” by Chester 
Lloyd Jones, Professor of Economic and 
Political Science, University of Wiscon- 
sin, there is an interesting section on 
the postal service and its arrangements. 
The book was published by the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota Press, Minneapolis, 
Minn., 1940. The item, called to our at- 
tention by Joseph Josselson, is as follows: 

“Postal facilities before 1871 were of 
the most rudimentary sort, ‘Vicious, in- 
complete and null.’ Only 102,089 pieces 
of mail were handled in that year. As the 
Liberal governments became better es- 
tablished and the service itself was im- 
proved, postal traffic increased and in 
1874 it had reached 178,645 pieces. In

the latter year 12 iron mail boxes were 
put up in the capital to collect corre- 
spondence. Later others were imported 
of the style used in the United States. 
Still later the government issued en- 
velopes, bands and postal cards but they 
did not come into use until after Guate- 
mala joined the Universal Postal Union 
on March 15, 1881. Thereafter growth 
of the service was steady and rapid. In 
1893 there were 149 post offices, which 
handled 9,106,712 pieces, a total much 
increased by the practice of carrying 
the periodicals published by Guatemalan 
and other Central American publishers 
without charge. By 1910 direct mails to 
the United States and Europe were be- 
ing sent once a week and by the end of 
the year twice, though service to Central 
American ports continued to be infre- 
quent. Later years have seen still further 
expansion, reaching a peak in 1930 of 
31,803,799 pieces received, sent and for- 
warded, a total which fell in later years 
and stood at 15,835,852 in 1936. Even at 
present the postal facilities in country 
districts are very simple. Of the post 
offices functioning, about 350 in all, over 
200 operate ad honorem. Even some 
salaried offices have been established on 
fincas where they serve practically only 
the plantation. Inter-station service is 
in some cases carried on without cost to 
the government by interested individuals, 
and that between fairly important towns 
is maintained by Indian runners.” 

Supplementing the Indian runners, the 
government recently inaugurated an ex- 
press motorcycle service and issued spe- 
cial stamps for use on such mails. It will

One of the better known stu- 
dents of these markings, D. A. Somdal, 
801 Monrovia St., Shreveport, La., offers 
to examine covers collectors may have 
purchased during the last year or so, if 
they will send return postage and regis- 
tration with their covers. It is believed 
that the most recent lot of these covers 
bear markings copied from illustrations 
in a recent publication by Eugene Klein.

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Macy’s Philatelic Centre this week an- 
nounced the purchase of two well known 
European Collections. One is the Spe- 
cialized Bavaria in four volumes by 
Alexis Kellner, which won many medals 
abroad when stamp exhibitions were the 
thing. It has an approximate value of 
$10,000. The other collection of about 

thirty volumes was formed by Dr. Fritz 
Jacoby. This consists mainly of Euro- 
pean issues and is said to include the 
finest specialized collection of Saar that 
exists. The entire accumulation is valued 
at over $250,000.00. For the present 
Macy’s plan to sell each collection in- 
tact. 





A number of British Colonial over- 
prints which have been caused by the 
war are suddenly appearing in the city 
in very small quantities. The issues are 
fom Bahamas, Bermuda and Ceylon. 
The Bermuda stamp was the result of a 
heavy Christmas demand and no sup- 
plies from London; Bahamas’ issue was 
the result of shortage and change in rate, 
and Ceylon the result of covers carried 
on the maiden voyage of the American 
Export liner “Exhibitor.” I can give no 
definite information about the scarcity 
of these overprints at the present time 
because of the existing export laws of 
mint stamps which exist in the British 
Colonies. 





The Panama (limited) Issue in honor 
of their constitution had the honor of 
being the first 1941 issue to be received 
in New York. This issue while being 
limited to 7,500 sets shows evidence of 
being a hasty job. Some of the overprint- 
ing is not legible, and wholesalers believe 
that many sets were destroyed because 
of this extremely bad job and the final 
number of complete sets will be much 
lower than the announced printing. 





French Colonial stamps are continu- 
ing the fine showing which they started 
after the capitulation of France. Whole- 
salers report most of their orders are for 
these stamps.

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Items concerning U. S. stamps, minor varie- 
ties, cancellations and unusual postmarks should 
be directed attention of “U. S. Notes.” If 
stamps are not sent, be sure to describe fully 
and accurately. We do not list plate varieties 
unless actually seen as many ink varieties are 
mistakenly thought to be plate varieties. 








The recent find of a sheet of 6c air 
mail with vertical perforations only on 
part of the sheet and then diagonally, 
recalls another variety, a photo of which 
js in our files. This is a block of 15 
(5x3) of the 2c Red Cross 1931 issue 
which was from the lower left corner of a 
sheet with sheet margins at bottom and 
left side. The vertical perforations are 
normal, but evidently just before the hor- 
izontal perforations were placed, the 
sheet was torn and two entire stamps 
and portions of two others of the bot- 
tom row were folded over at such an 
angle that when unfolded, the horizontal 
perforations with exception of two holes 
are missing between two pairs and the 
vertical perforations are double, one at a 
slight angle. Presumably the one pair 
was never accorded catalog recognition 
due to the extra vertical perforations, 
though they are nearer vertical than 
diagonal. A Cleveland collector had this 
block. 





U. S. students may look forward to a 
great step in recording, where it will be 
readily available, a wealth of U. S. ma- 
terial. For the Philatelic Research Lab- 
oratories, Inc., have proposed to record 
by means of photographs the huge collec- 
tion of the late Edward S. Knapp, now 
being readied for sale by auction this 
Spring. In addition to providing a record 
of value to research workers, the records 
will give added security to collectors 
against counterfeits of several kinds. 
Further announcement will be made later 
by the Laboratories. 





On page 127 of the Dec. 21st LWSN 
we left uncompleted a paragraph dealing 
with the letter “F” next to top right 
plate numbers. While it is true the “F” 
was dropped in 1933 in favor of letters 
“CS” indicating plate had been chrom- 
ium plated, the “F” was returned and 
the CS dropped in a few months and to 
this date will be found on flat plates. 
Thanks to reader James MacKenzie, Jr., 
for calling our attention to the error. 

We hope no reader was led to believe 
his “F” top plate numbers are rare va- 
tieties as a result of the item. 





Supplies of postal cards are frequently 
shipped from the Government Printing 
Office at Washington in carload lots as 
freight.
